The case grew out of personal in­ 
juries received by Brown over three 
years ago. While sacking and weigh 
ing cement, the accumulated pile of

undermined

ficiently to cause the whole pile to 
slide. The scales were overturned and 
Brown was caught and his foot badly 
crushed. He brought suit and received 
a verdict for $2,000. A new trial was 
granted and resulted as stated above. 


Oklahoma City, Ok., Sept. 19.— Im­ 
prisonment can not be imposed for 
^failure to pay costs in criminal cases 
according to a 
holding 
of 
Judge 
Thomas H. Doyle 
of 
the 
Criminal 
Court of Appeals in the case of Jake 
Harry of 'Delaware county, applying 
for a writ of habeas corpus. Harry 
''.toted for violating the pro- 
dW> but because the term of 
his commitment expired one day aft­ 
er m ing the application, the writ was 
denied. The court held that costs as 
here applied, were unknown to the 
common law. Power to punish by fine 
and imprisonment until the fine is 
paid, it said, does not include the pow 
er to add to such fine, the costs of 
prosecution, and then 
adjudge 
that 
failure to pay the costs shall be sat­ 
isfied by imprisonment as part of the 
general fine. It is pointed out by the 
court that the statutes provide a de­ 
fendant gets credit on his fine at the 
rate of $2 per day while in jail, and 
where he works on the public road, 
secures credit for $1 per day addi­ 


tional, but in so far as the statute re­ 
lates to costs, the court holds it is 
'oid. The decision is of much import­ 
ance since it has been the practice of 
juries to impose a fine of $1 and costs 
the costs amounting to sometimes in 
excess of $100 
and 
prisoners 
have 
been required to “lay out” the costs 
in jail or work on the public roads. 
(An opinion by (Presiding Judge Fur­ 
man reversed and remanded the case 
ot Jim Lewis of Atoka county, given 
one year for grand larceny. When the 
jury inquired what the minimum pun­ 
ishment for the crime was, the trial 
judge replied that it was not less 
than one year nor 
more 
than 
five 
years. Since the law’ provides no min­ 
imum .the Criminal court of appeals 
holds the statement was in error. It 
is contended that the jury could have 
given any sentence, so long as It was 
not in excess of five years. 
The appeal of Anson W. Morey of 
Okmulgee county was dismissed. Mor­ 
ey had been convicted of manslaught­ 
er in Okmulgee county and given ten 
years in the penitentiary. He was ad­ 
mitted to $10,000 bail pending appeal 
of the case, and in the meantime, the 
record shows, committed another in­ 
fraction of the law amounting to a 
felony from which he became a fugi­ 
tive from justice.

God 
was with the Israelites on the side of 
justice, and has not changed since 
then. 
He then took up the religion of the 
New Testament and declared that it 
lays down rules of right living that 
are to apply to man’s temporal af 
fairs fully as much as to his spiritual 
Christ was a laborer and spent his 
life among that class.

It may not occur to the average 
retail merchant that the proportion 
of his income being spent on adver­ 
tising is so small that the effect is 
like trying to paint'a big house with 
a ten cent can of paint All this ad­ 
vertising is, of course, good for, even 
though it bring no results, it shows 
that the merchant has an open mind 
in the matter and is subject to reas­ 
on. 
Retail 
advertising, 
or 
indeed, 
any 
advertising, 
no 
matter

small, to get sure results, must be 
done on some scientific plan 
that 
has guided similar campaigns to suc­ 
cess. 
The most important item 
in 
such a campaign 
is 
the minimum 
amount to be spent on It. 
If 
out of every I OOO retail ad­ 
vertisers will go into the question of 
their advertisting, I believe they will 
find that it is not costing them one 
per cent per annum of their incomes. 
In most cases it will be found them 
much less. 
How they expect 
to 
get 
results 
from that extraordinary 
percentage 
is known to themselves alone. Only 
in very exceptional cases will an ex­ 
penditure like this even return the 
actual gross amount spent on the 
campaign. 
The most, successful retail stores 
in the world are the large New York, 


Philadelphia 
and 
Chicago 
depart­ 
ment 
stores. 
These concerns 
are 
known all over the world, and par­ 
ticularly so to the men, women and 
children in 
this country. 
If 
any 
class of retailers could dispense with 
advertising 
it 
is 
they. 
Yet 
they 
spend from o to 16 per cent of their 
yearly incomes in advertising their 
goods. 
They are not spending that 
portion of their incomes on advertis­ 
ing as a mere matter of fun, 
you 
may be certain. 
Every red cent 
of 
outgoing is jealously watched. 
If 
one hundredth part of one per cent 
can be saved, it is saved. 
The 
ex­ 
penditure is the result of careful ex­ 
periment 
in 
all possible ways, and 
under all possible conditions and it 
has been found necessary to spend 
that amount of their enormous 
in­ 
comes to get the results that they 
now obtain.
